The difficulty grew out of the de- 
bate on bill to increase the commir- | 
sioners expense money on issuing 
bulletins and for fertilizer inspection 
materials. A motion was made delay 
action on the dill until the after- 
noon session {n order that the sena- 
tors might confer about the matter. 

MeNell Opposed to Delay. 

It was at this junc e that Senator 
MeNeil, who had strenuously opposed 
the bill jumped to his feet and op- 
posed any delay in taking action on 
the bill. If you walt until the aft- 
ernoon session to act on this bill the 
parties interested in the passage of 
{t will butte le every member of 
the s@nate, as they have already but- 
ton-heled must of them, and lobby in 
support of the measure. Action on it 


should not be influenced by outsiders, 
but should be determined by the mem- 
bers of the senate.” 

The motion to adjourn until 3 o'clock 
for further action was defeated and 
the bill was immediately taken up 
and passed by a vote of 29 to 13. No- 
tice was given by Senator McNeil that 
he would make an attempt to haye 
the action of the senate reconsidered 

Upon the adjournment of the body 
Senator McNeil] 


at about 1 o'clock. ; 
joined Mr. Price in the president's 
room and said in a spirit of levity, 


“Well, you got your bill through you 
old lobbyist.” 
Statement Not Exactly True. 

“Yes, but your statement on the 
floor of the senate was not exactly 
true,” replied Commissioner Price 
grasping the lapel of Senator Mc- 
Neil's coat in an apparently friendly 
manner. 

‘At this the senator became angered 


and asked, “Don't you think you had 
You 


better modjfy your statement. 
don’t mean by that to call me @ lfar, 
do you?” 

‘No, I don’t call you a liar, but 
what you said 1 do not think to be 
absolutely true.’ , 

“If you even insinuate that I'm a liar

HUNDRED ASSASSINS 


SEEK DR. SUN YAT SEN} 


Tokio, Japan, August 18.—One hun- 
dred assassins have been sent to Japan 
to kill Dr. Sun Yat Sen. Huang Sing 
and other Chinese revolutionary fugi- 
tives by Provisional President Yuan 
Bhi Kat, of China, according to the 
Japanese newspapers today. 

The Japanese government, in conse- 
quence of these reports, has arranged 
to give police protection to the leaders 
of the Chinese revolution who have 
sought asylum in Japan. It declares, 
however, that it will not permit Japan 
to be used as headquarters for Chi- 
nese plotters.

Washington, August 13—The United 
States government has informally 
sounded the powers and learned that 
foreign governments generally will 
do nothing to embarrass the peace 
Policy of President Wilson toward 
Mexico and are inclined to support It. 

Henry Lane Wilson, whose resigna- 
tlon as ambassador to Mexico recently 
accepted to take effect October 
14. issued a statement todayr attack- 
Ing the reported statement of the 
British foreign office that recognition 
of the Huerta government had been 
extended after he had made. a “'con- 
@ratulatory speech" to the provisional 
president. 

May Be Suommarily Disminsed. 

President Wilson read the ambas- 
sador's statement and was so in- 
censed at its tone ahd contents that 
he promptly requested Secretary 
Bryan to ascertain through the Brit- 
Ish embassy here whether the utter- 
ance of the British forelgn office as 
reported was correct, and tonight the 
dismissal of Ambassador Wilson by 
summary acceptance of his resigna-* 
tion to take effect Immediately was 
under consideration by the admin- 
istration,

Governor Foss’ statement, read today 
before a meeting of the executive coun- 
cil, sald: 

“If I am a candidate for the repub- 
lican nomination, I will abide by the 
result of the republican primaries and 
not run later as an independent candl- 
date if defeated.” 

The governor frequently has ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the pres- 
ent national democratic administration, 
saying recently: 

“Iam now convinced that at least 
the present national leaders of the 
democratic party offer no hope to the 
country of sane tariff revision.”

STATE RIGHTS SPEECH 
TO BAR SENATOR RICE 
FROM HALL OF FAME 


St. Paul, Minn., August 18.—Minne- 
sota members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, !n a resolution presented to 
Governor Eberhart today, opposed the 
Placing of a statue of Senator Henry 
M. Rice in the Hall of Fame at the 
national capital because of a state's 
rights speech he made in the senate 
in 1861 The last legislature appropri- 
ated $7,500 for a statue and the gov- 
ernor recently named a commission 
to supervise its erection. The resolu- 
tion presented to the governor quotes 
this extract of Rice's speech in the 
Senate in 1861: 


"We will do all that we honorably 


Can to keep the southern states with 
us, but if they are determined to leave 
us they might go in peace. Having 


spent my life on the Great Lakes, the 
rivers and plains of the northwest, be- 
ling one of the early settlers of four 
states, T wish to say that I don't be- 
lieve that elther one of them will 
vote a dollar for coercion.”

Clash Coming Today. 

So far as could de learned no at- 
tempt waa made by Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Glynn in any way to exercise 
the functions of ohlef executive to-

The Meutenant governor would not 
Indicate tonight what action he pro- 
posed to take except to say that there 
would be “no circus or milltary ma- 


neuvers about occupying the ex- 
ecutive chamber; the law is = su- 
preme.” 


The Inaction of Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Glynn in the matter was in the 
face of arguments given expression 
both in the senate and in the as- 
sembly today that at the moment the 
articles of impeachment were pre- 
sente dto the senate Governor Sulzer 
automatically ceased to be the chief 
executive. 

This contention was based on an ar- 
tlele in the constitution which says 
that “in case of impeachment of the 
governor . . the powers and duties 
of the office shal] devolve upon the 
lieutenant governor.” 

Hold Sulzer Incligible. 

It was held by the majority leaders 
that the word “impeachment” cor- 
responded with the word ‘“indtet- 
ment" tn a criminal trial and that, 
therefore, in the meaning of the con- 
stitution the governor already stood 
impeached even though not yet con- 
victed, and was, therefore, not now 
eligible to hola his office. 

These arguments were placed before 
the lieutenant governor by the demo- 
cratic leaders early in the afternoon, 
but, nevertheless, Governor Sulzer was 
not molested.. A few minutes after the 
governor left his office, Patrick E. Mc- 
Cabe, clerk of the senate, appeared at 
the executive. chamber with a copy of 


the articles of impeachment anda @ suspengjon of judgment until all 


summons and complaint which he in- 
tended to serve upon the governor. 

When informed by the governor's 
secretary that he had missed the gov- 
ernor by scarcely a minute, McCabe 
asked for an appointment tomorrow. 
Platt replied that the governor would 
be at the executive chamber at 11 
o'clock tomorrow morning and that he 
would “try to arrange matters for that 
time.”

It seemed practically certain tonight 
that the governor and the leutenant 
governor would both resort to legal 
tests of thelr respective claims in the 
courts, which in the history of New 
York state never have been called 
upon for an opinion which would act 
as @ precedent.

Louis Marshall and Austen G. Fox, of 
New York; Harvey D. Hinman, of 
Binghamton; Virgil Kellogg, of Wa- 
tertown, and Judge James Gay Gor- 
don, of Philadelphia. All seven are 
expected to confer here tomorrow re- 
garding preparations of the governor's 
defense, Judge Herrick and Mr. Mar- 
shall were among those at the home

| lights burned late. 
| Mrs. Sulser May Make Statement. 

Reports that Mrs. Sulzer would give 
out a statement setting forth the de- 
talls of her alleged use of Governur 
Sulzers campaign checks for stock 
speculation, unknown to the governor, 
Gid not materialize today. Friends tn- 
timated that in view of the fact that 
Mrs. Sulzer probably will be called as 
a witness for the defense at the trial 
what ehe may have to say will be re- 


served until she takes the witness 
stand. 

It was said her testimony will go 
far toward clearing the governor of 
the charges of misuse of campaign 
funds for stock speculation. Mrs. Sul- 


zer was in the care of physicians to- 
night and was sald to be in a complete 
state of collapse from the strain to 
which she ‘has been subjected. 

Mrs. Sulzer’s condition became so se- 
rious tonight that Governor Sulzer 
wired to New York for a specialist 
on nervous diseases. The governor 
then told his advisers, it was said by 
those who claimed to have knowledge 
of what transpired at the night con- 
ference. that under no circumstances 
would he allow Mrs. Sulzer to testify 
at the trial. It was sald. on the other 
hand, that Mra. Sulzer insisted, hys- 
terically, that she be allowed to tes- 
tify in her husband's behalf. * 

Mrs. Sulser q Fighter. 

Mrs. Sulzer, who was Miss Clara Ro- 
Gelhetm of Philadelphia. married Sul- 
zer, then a congressman, on July 7, 
1908. They have no children. She 
has been vitally interested In politics 
and has accompanied him on his cam- 
paigns. She is a determined, resolute 
woman, and has often lauded: her hus- 
band as a fighter. 

“He’s ready to fight at the drop of 
the hat,” she was quoted as saying not 
long ago, “and he'll drop the hat him- 
self. As long as he fights," she added, 
“Tl fight, too—and then some.”
